$10,000,000 and the death list tota) 
will never he known. 
It Is now be 
lleved that at least 200 have peri lied 
Vancouver wired $5,000 tor reliel 
and a trainload ot supplies has gont 
out. 
Winnipeg has dispatched a spe 
cial train with nurses, doctors, hos 
pital stores, etc. 
Loggers to the number of eighty in 
the camps of tlie Flk River Lumber 
company have peri hed in the flame^ 
and several settlers with their faini 
lies who lived on the line ot railroad 
between Fernie and Michel have dis 
appeared. 
The death total will prob 
ably grow larger and a special dis 
patch from Winnipeg declares that It 
will reach 400. 
When the flames were consuming 
Fernie all the prisoners with the ex­ 
ception of five Black Hand suspects 
were released. 
Later they were re­ 
taken and sent to Nelson. 
Crowds ot refugees have also ur 
ri\ed al Nelson, the overflow from 
C'ranbrook. 
These are 
being cared 
for as much as possible, but their con­ 
dition is pitiable. 
In their tllght they 
brought nothing away but the clothes 
they had on. 
A telegram from Editor Sampson of 
the Cranbrook Herald sums up the sit­ 
uation there as follows: 
' All help needed quickly or worse 1 
w ill follow." 
No list of the dead has yet been re- | 
ceived in Vancouver.

It is definitely announced that the 
town of Coal Creek, reported to have 
been destroyed, is practically unin-

A dispatch from Nelson, B. C., says 
the latest news from the Crows Nest 
pass disaster shows a death list of 
sixty-two, which will probably be in- j 
creased to seventy or eighty, a prop­ 
erty loss exceeding 
$5,000,000, and 
about 7,000 homeless people.

and Michel have been wiped out, and 
Coal Creek, five miles east of Fernie, 
Is also destroyed.

An Illinois farmer aums up his ob- 
aervations upon this m atter thus: "My 
experience Is that now, in cold and 
stormy winters, wheat protected by 
timber lielts yield full crops, while 
fields not protecte«! yield only one-third 
of a crop. 
Tw’enty-flve or thirty years 
ago we never had any wheat killed by 
winter frosts, and every year a full 
crop of jieaches, which Is now rare. At 
that time w’e had plenty of timber 
around our fields and orchards, now 
cleared away.” 
The United States forest service pro­ 
poses to find out just when and how 
much windbreaks Increase the yield 
of crops. 
Measurements and testa will 
be made and elaborate data will be 
collected by experts who will have 
charge of the study.

WATERWORKS PLANT 
ORDERED CONDEMNED 


City Council Stands Five to Five 
on Question of Proceeding 
With Condemnation 


MAYOR CASTS DECIDING VOTE 


Bonds Ordered Issued and Bids 
Asked for Construction of 
New Water Plant 


A f ter one of the w arm est and most per­ 
sonal discussions in the history of the 
present council a resolution was passed 
to commence condemnation proceedings 
on the present w ater works plant. 
The council stood five to five on the 
proposition, Alderman Drexler, Tur- 
cotte, F arrar, Baker and Johnson vot­ 
ing yes and 
Alderman 
Zakariasen, 
Bouck, Fogelstrom, Graham and Two­ 
hey voting nay. 
Mayor wise then cast 
the deciding vote and the special a t­ 
torney was thus ordered to commence 
proceedings. 
Every member of the city council 
was present when 
the council was 
called to order by the president. 
A fter the reading of the m inutes Al­ 
derman Fogelstrom objected to the 
form used by the clerk in recording aye 
and nay votes, in saying that “ all pres­ 
en t voted aye,” claiming th at the rec­ 
ord did not show w hether or not a ma­ 
jority of the council, or the necessary 
two-thirds or 
three-fourths of 
the 
members voted in favor of any ques­ 
tion. 
It was stated th at the minutes 
showed how many members and what 
members 
were 
present. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom insisted th at the minutes 
did not show th at Alderman Twohey 
left the council before it adjourned. 
The minutes were ordered corrected so 
as to show Alderman Twohey’s depar­ 
ture and the minutes were then ap­ 
proved. 
The usual reports of the city officials 
w ere presented, approved and ordered 
filed. 
The council then took up the m atter 
of allowing accounts and claims against 
the city. 
The first snag was struck 
when the clerk read a bill for anti-tox­ 
in alleged to have been furnished to 
the city health officer, with an accom­ 
panying letter in which it was stated 
th a t statem ents had been sent him for 
the goods and he paid no attention to 
them . 
The m atter was referred to the 
city attorney. 
The bill for the pay of firemen showed 
eight fires in July with an aggregate 
of $69.25 for firemen. 
A bill for $15.50 
for men sleeping in the hose house was 
also allowed. 
The election expenses for the differ­ 
ent wards were allowed as follows: 
First W ard..................................... $ 18 75 
Second W ard ................................ 
19 65 
Third W ard.................................... 
16 25 
Fourth W ard ............................... 
17 25 
Fifth W ard..................................... 
18 75 
Alderman Twohey called the atten 
tion of the council to the fact th at the 
w ard which cast the most votes was 
the cheapest. 
Alderman Fogelstrom kicked on the 
bill of City Engineer W hiteley on the 
work in the park, but it was allowed. 
A. D. Polk, special attorney present­ 
ed a bill of $25 for such services, which 
was allowed. 
A verbal petition from residents of 
E ast Oak street was presented by Al­ 
derm an Fogelstrom asking permission 
to put in curbing, which was on mo­ 
tion granted. 
The health, 
sewerage 
and police 
com m ittee presented a report on the 
city lock-up, advising repairs on the 
w ater closets, and if repairs were im­ 
possible th at new w ater closets be put 
in. 
A formal w ritten demand for the 
city to load the horse street roller on 
the cars and turn it over to the W est­ 
ern Port Huron company was referred 
to the city attorney. 
The bond of Freem an Young, for a 
tran sfer of the liquor license from Geo. 
Donant, was approved and the transfer 
ordered approved. 
The bond and application of Henry 
T'neviot for a liquor license was pre 
sented and the bond approved and the 
license granted, all voting aye. 
The application of Frances E. Crow­ 
ley for a liquor license in the place now 
occupied by Jerry Crowley, was pre 
sented. 
City A ttorney Ryan objected 
to the bond, because it was not proper 
ly acknowledged by the security com 
pany, and also said th at it was ques 
tionable if it was good, as an agent had 
signed for the principal. 
It was re 
ferred back for correction. 
The application of Geo. A. McKinley 
for a transfer of his lease to the Brain­ 
erd Lumber & M ercantile company was 
presented, and the city attorney was 
instructed to draw up a resolution 
agreeing to the transfer with the pro­ 
vision th at the city could at any time 
use a portion of the ground for a wa- 
, 
I works plant. 
Requests from the street laborers for 
an increase of 2J cents per hour and 
from the team sters for a raise of $1.50 
per day were referred to the street 
com m ittee over an attem pt of Chair­ 


man Fogelstrom of that committee to 
have them referred to the finance com­ 
m ittee. 
The street com m ittee was or­ 
dered to report recommendation as to 
the advisability of granting an increase 
or the necessity of making a reduction 
at the next m eeting. 
A communication from an engineer 
named Wolf, in the twin cities, 
who 
had been consulted by the special wa­ 
terw orks committee, 
was presented 
and laid on the tahle. 
A resolution ordering Engineer Mor­ 
gan to make all necessary tests as to 
sources of w ater supply was presented 
and passed, all voting aye. 
A resolution was 
presented 
ar.d 
unanimously passed asking for bids on 
$120,(XX) in bonds bearing 5 per cent in­ 
terest, dated Septem ber 1st, 1908, and 
running such length of time and for 
such denominations 
as the 
bidders 
designated. 
No date was set for clos­ 
ing the bids. 
On motion the city clerk was author­ 
ized, in addition to the legal adver­ 
tisem ent of said bids to advertise in such 
other papers as the finance committee 
m ight designate. 
John Larson appeared before 
the 
council and asked permission to move 
his feed store back and erect a brick 
building in front of it, which was 
granted. 
A resolution was then read by the 
city clerk ordering the city attorney 
and the special attorney to commence 
proceedings tor the condemnation of 
th e Minnesota W aterw orks company’s 
plant. 
Alderman F arrar moved its ad­ 
option which was duly seconded. 
This brought Alderman Twohey into 
the arena with an objection and 
a 
demand to know who 
was 
respon- 1 
sible for the introduction of the reso- , 
lution. 
He declared th at the council 
had 
passed a resolution th at there [ 
should be no condemnation proceed­ 
ings until th at resolution 
was

considered. 
President Johnson ruled 
his objection out of order.

Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 4.—T his city 
has awakened to a full sense of the 
com pleteness 
of

destruction 
around Fernie. 
According to compe 
te n t authority the loss will exceed 
$10,000,000 and the death list total 
will never be known. 
It is now be 
lieved that at least 200 have perished 
V ancouver wired $.'>,000 for rebel 
and a trainload of supplies has gone 
out. 
W innipeg has dispatched a spe 
elal train with nurses, doctors, hos 
pital stores, etc. 
Loggers to the num ber of eighty in 
th e camps of The Elk River Lumber 
com pany have perished in the flame? 
and several settlers with their fain! 
lies who lived on the line of railroad 
betw een Fernie and Michel have dis 
appeared. 
The death total will prob 
ably grow larger and a apodal dis­ 
patch from W innipeg declares that it 
will reach 400. 
W hen the flames were consuming 
F ern ie all the prisoners with the ex­ 
ception of five Black H and suspects 
w ere released. 
L ater they w ere re­ 
tak en and sent to Nelson. 
Crowds of refugees have also ar 
rived at Nelson, the overflow from 
Cranbrook. 
These 
are 
being 
cared 
for as much as possible, but their con­ 
dition is pitiable. 
In their flight they 
brought nothing away but th e clothes 
they had on. 
A telegram from E ditor Sampson of 
th e Cranbrook Herald sum s up the sit­ 
uation there as follows: 
“All help needed quickly or worse 
will follow.”

Experiments to Determine Their Ute* 
fulness to the Prairie Farmer. 
The sudden ruin that hot winds 
sometimes bring t<> growing crops in 
parts of tho west is well known 
Blowing strongly across the unob 
structed plains, these winds may in a 
few days blast all hope of even a par 
tlal harvest. This Is particularly so Ie 
the lower portion of the central plains 
region and in years of unusually low 
rainfall. 
Here the winds most to be 
feared blow from the southwest OI 
south. 
In the northern prairie region 
the farmer Is exposed to the hoi 
chinook wind, which sweeps down 
from the Canadian mountains. 
This 
either dries out growing crops or if it 
prevails before the danger of killing 
frosts Is past causes loss through urg 
lng vegetation forward prematurely 
Cold winter winds also do great in 
jury to crops, make the climate more 
severe for stock aud men aud Interfere 
with an eveu covering of snow upon 
the ground. 
This is true from Cana­ 
da almost to the gulf. 
In southern California dry windi 
from the north and northeast sweep 
down from the Mohave desert with de­ 
structive results. 
Coming In June 
these winds may reduce the wheat 
yield of unprotected fields to almost 
nothing. Windbreaks of eucalyptus and 
Monterey cypress, now In such com­ 
mon use to protect orange groves and 
orchards, long ago convinced possess­ 
ors of highly valuable irrigated land 
of the value of tree planting for pro­ 
tection purposes. 
But there are two sides to the wind­ 
break question. Some prairie farmers 
declare positively that belts of osage 
orange, for instance, are a “nuisance.” 
Others cite figures to show positive 
benefit. 
A farmer who lives near 
Downs, Ran., gives his yield of corn 
from a field protected on the south by 
a row of tall cottonwoods as six bush­ 
els per acre more than in places where 
there is no protection. 
About fifteen 
acres are benefited In this way. It is 
highly necessary that the windbreak 
should occupy only sufficient land to 
offset this benefit. 
An Illinois fanner sums up his ob­ 
servations upon this matter thus; “My 
experience Is that now, in cold and 
stormy winters, wheat protected by 
timber belts yield full crops, while 
fields not protected yield only one-third 
of a crop. Twenty-five or thirty years 
ago we never had any wheat killed by 
winter frosts, and every year a full 
crop of peaches, which Is now rare. At 
that time we had plenty of timber 
•round our fields and orchards, now 
cleared away.” 
The United States forest service pro­ 
poses to find out Just when and how 
much windbreaks Increase the yield 
of crops. Measurements and tests will 
be made and elaborate data will be 
collected by experts who will have 
charge of the study.

WATERWORKS PLANT 
ORDERED CONDEMNED 


City Council Stands Five to Five 
on Question of Proceeding 
With Condemnation 


MAYOR CASTS DECIDING VOTE 


Bonds Ordered Issued and Bids 
Asked for Construction of 
New Water Plant 
After one of the warmest and most per­ 
sonal discussions in the history of the 
present council a resolution was passed 
to commence condemnation proceedings 
on the present water works plant. 
The council stood five to five on the 
proposition, Alderman Drexler, Tur- 
cotte, Farrar, Baker and Johnson vot­ 
ing yes and 
Alderman Zakariasen, 
Bouck, Fogelstrom, Graham and Two- 
tiey voting nay. Mayor wise then cast 
the deciding vote and the special at­ 
torney was thus ordered to commence 
proceedings. 
Every member of the city council 
was present when the council was 
called to order by the president. 
After the reading of the minutes Al­ 
derman Fogelstrom objected to the 
form used by the clerk in recording aye 
and nay votes, in saying that * ‘all pres­ 
ent voted aye, ’ * claiming that the rec­ 
ord did not show whether or not a ma­ 
jority of the council, or the necessary 
two-thirds or 
three-fourths of 
the 
members voted in favor of any ques­ 
tion. It was stated that the minutes 
showed how many members and what 
members were 
present. 
Alderman 
Fogelstrom insisted that the minutes 
did not show that Alderman Twohey 
left the council before it adjourned. 
The minutes were ordered corrected so 
as to show Alderman Twohey's depar­ 
ture and the minutes were then ap­ 
proved. 
The usual reports of the city officials 
were presented, approved and ordered 
filed. 
The council then took up the matter 
of allowing accounts and claims against 
the city. The first snag was struck 
when the clerk read a bill for anti-tox­ 
in alleged to have been furnished to 
the city health officer, with an accom­ 
panying letter in which it was stated 
that statements had been sent him for 
the goods and he paid no attention to 
them. The matter was referred to the 
city attorney. 
The bill for the pay of firemen showed 
eight fires in July with an aggregate 
of $69.25 for firemen. A bill for $15.50 
for men sleeping in the hose house was 
also allowed. 
The election expenses for the differ­ 
ent wards were allowed as follows:

Alderman Twohey called the atten­ 
tion of the council to the fact that the 
ward which cast the most votes was 
the cheapest. 
Alderman Fogelstrom kicked on the 
bill of City Engineer Whiteley on the 
work in the park, but it was allowed. 
A. D. Polk, special attorney present­ 
ed a bill of $25 for such services, which 
was allowed. 
A verbal petition from residents of 
East Oak street was presented by Al­ 
derman Fogelstrom asking permission 
to put in curbing, which was on mo­ 
tion granted. 
The health, 
sewerage and police 
committee presented a report on the 
city lock-up, advising repairs on the 
water closets, and if repairs were im 
possible that new water closets be put 
in. 
A formal written demand for the 
city to load the horse street roller on 
the cars and turn it over to the West­ 
ern Port Huron company was referred 
to the city attorney.

A resolution was then read by the 
city clerk ordering the city attorney 
and the special attorney to commence 
proceedings tor the condemnation of 
the Minnesota Waterworks company’s 
plant. Alderman Farrar moved its ad­ 
option which was duly seconded. 
This brought Alderman Twohey into 
the arena with an objection and a 
demand to know who was respon­ 
sible for the introduction of the reso­ 
lution. He declared that the council 
had passed a resolution that there 
should be no condemnation proceed­ 
ings until that resolution 
was

considered. President Johnson ruled 
his objection out of order. Twohey 
appealed to the city attorney to know 
if that resolution was still binding. Mr. 
Ryan said it undoubtedly was. Presi-

S tates won another international con­ 
test when the motor boat Dixie II. de­ 
feated 
the 
British 
challenger, 
the 
Wolseley-Siddeley, 
in 
a 
thirty-mile 
race for the ii ar ins worth cup on Long 
Island 
sound, off 
Huntington, L. I. 
T his cup was captured in English wa­ 
ters a year ago by the A m erican boat 
Dixie. 
T here was an exciting incident 
near the finish, which m ight have 
cost the Dixie ll. the race. 
T he engi­ 
neer fell senseless as a result of in­ 
haling gasoline fumes and the helm s­ 
man himself was almost overcome. Ile 
pluckily stuck to his task and brought 
his boat home a winner. 
Tile Dixie 
II. beat her fast rival by 49 seconds, 
covering the thirty-mile course at an 
average ct 27.75 knots, or 31.9 statu te 
miles an hour. 
The Dixie II. was en ­ 
tered by th e Motor Boat club of A m er­ 
ica and. is owned by E. J. Schroeder. 
T he Wolseley-Siddeley is owned by the 
Duke of W estm inster and represented 
the Motor Yacht 
club of 
England. 
T he A m erican craft is of 200 horse 
power, with a single screw, w hereas 
th e English boat is ol 400 horsepow er 
and 
has 
twin 
screws. 
The 
course 
consisted of three stretches of ten 
m iles each. 
T he Daimler II., Hie other British 
com petitor, broke her connecting rod 
afte r she had covered about six miles 
and w hen she was second in the race, 
having just passed the Wolseley-Sid­ 
deley. 
T he oilier two Am erican boats 
in Hie race, tile lh S. A. and the Den, 
completed the course and m ade fairly 
fast time. 
T he U. S. A. was defeated 
by the Dixie II. by IO m inutes, 14 sec­ 
onds, and the Den by 15 minutes, 50 
seconds.

EIGHTEEN PERSONS INJURED 


Considered Miraculous T hat None of 
Them W ere Killed. 
Tucson, Ariz., Aug. 4.—The Golden 
State limited, the fast transcontinen­ 
tal all-Pullman train of the Rock Is­ 
land railroad, westbound from Chi­ 
cago to Los Angeles, struck a broken 
rail w hile running at full speed at 
Hado station, forty m iles east of Ben­ 
son, and the two rear Pullman coaches 
were ditched, injuring eighteen pas­ 
sengers.
